So far as concerns the American public, there won t be 
many tears shed over the Supreme Court’s decision upholding 
the contempt-of-court verdict against John I.. Lewis and his 
United Miners. 
The public at large is -fed up with strikes and labor bosses, 
They wanted an example made of someone, and I ewis will 
serve. 
Most will feel that “he asked for it.” 
In the main, 
the heavy fine against the Union, even though sharply reduced 
conditionally, is substantial enough to appeal to the public as 
a proper punishment. 
In general relief that their government, at long last, has 
"stood up" against one of the series of labor barons who have 
made so much trouble in the past two years, and done so much 
harm both to our economy and the stability of our form of gov 
j ernment, there may be a tendency to overlok certain important 
sidelights. 
One of these is that the successful prosecution of I .ewis 
by the government strongly highlight! the indecision and cow* j 
ardliness of some of our highly placed Federal officials during 
many previous month*. 
Lewis was tripped up and punished, not by new laws, J 
but by the enforcement of old ones. 
Courage to fight back, on 
behalf of the whole people, was all that was needed in Wash- 
ington at any time; this it abundantly proven by the success oi » 
such an approach in this instance. A similar spirit of protecting 
the American people against unruly factions was all which would 
have been needed to break up the entire strike wave which made 
1946 a blot on our national record. 
Going further, the judge who convicted Lewis in the first 
instance put his finger on the heart of the problem when he said 
in effect that Lewis' acts bordered on anarchy and ought to be 
treated a* such. 
The same applies to certain other labor mani 
festations of not so long ago. 
But. however pleased one may be to see this principle up­ 
held, there are some disquieting elements in the picture. One
